(for) racial or religious reasons by Nazi Germany or any other
Axis reginme or as an heir of the victimand any itens of inconme in
any way related to assets stolen from or otherwise lost to a
victim imediately prior to, during, imediately after Wrld \War
I'l, including interest on the proceeds receivable as insurance
under policies issued to the victim by European insurance
conpani es. However, this does not include amobunts fromthe sales
of such assets. Applies only to a taxpayer who was the first
reci pi ent of such assets after their recovery and a victim of
{sic} (or) an heir of the victim Currently, if a person receives
some type of distribution froma country, that is tax-exenpt. But
many of these funds are going to be put in a pool that's going to
be distributed by sone type of foundation, and we wanted to nake

sure that those are -- those funds are not used. Also, we want to



state that these receipts -- any -- any type of receipt will not
limt sonebody's ability for assistance, benefit, or some other

type of entitlenment fromthe State. So | would ask your support
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of this very inportant bill, and | hope that we get unaninous
support fromthis Body.

academ c and social failure. Art Berman chanpioned that. That
has fornmed the very basis of our inprovenent of elenentary and
secondary since 1985. Everything has been built from that
foundation.

that there's -- in ny opinion, there's been no one nore seriously
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involved with education in this State than what you have. And

t hought about what | mght say here today, and | think some of
what | had in ny prepared renmarks were those that were already
included in the Senate resolution and sonme of those that -- issues
